Evil in the shadows

COMMUNITY leaders were this 
week united in their condemna¬ 
tion of an attempt to burn down 
the Harlow Islamic Centre. 

The arson attack on the building in 
Paringdon Road took place between 
10.30pm on Suday and 4am the follow¬ 
ing morning. 

Police, who are treating the attack as 
a race hate crime, have been studying 
CCTV images which show three peo¬ 
ple at the scene. 

They have ruled out a link between 
the incident and the Barn Mead fire 
which claimed the lives of six mem¬ 
bers of the Shakoor family last 
October. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon branded 
those responsible as “the scum of the 
earth” while police described it as “a 
reckless, mindless and dangerous 
act”. 

People arriving for early morning 
prayers on Monday found insula¬ 
tion foam had been sprayed under 
all of the shutters which cover the 
doors and windows. 

Chief Inspector Ed Wells, of Essex 
Police, said: “It appears they [the 
culprits] have set fire to foam at one 
of the centre’s doors which has 
damaged the wall, but thankfully 
not taken hold of the building.” 

Ajaib Hussain, chairman of the 
centre, told the Star he received the 
news of the attack in a telephone 
call. 

“I came straight down,” he said. “I 
was shocked and angry that some¬ 
one would do this to Harlow Islamic 
Centre where we have been buildng 
relationships with the community. 

“Who would do this on a bank 
holiday to a place of worship and 
prayer and good things? 

He added: “There is absolutely no 
tension between us and the com¬ 
munity. We have been building

relationships and bridges within 
the community and I cannot see 
any reasons why anybody would go 
the extent to try to do this.” 

Mr Halfon said that during his 
time as an MP he had never seen 
anything as bad in terms of racism. 

“It has been my pleasure to be 
involved with the Islamic centre 
quite a bit in recent months,” he 
said. “ I spent an evening with the 
Muslim scouts which was really fun 
and I was there for the breaking of 
the fast for Ramadan. 

“There are some people who live 
in the undergrowth and behave like 
vermin and they come out at night 
and do these kinds of terrible 
things. I have no other words to 


describe them but as scum of the 
earth. 

“I believe that they won’t succeed 
because Harlow Islamic Centre is a 
very special place. It is a tolerant 
and beautiful place at the heart of 
our community and I am very proud 
that it is here and I know they will 
go strength to strength, despite 
having to endure this latest outrage. 

“The second reason why these 
scum won’t succeed is because of 
the people of Harlow. This is a toler¬ 
ant and diverse community and 
people live happily side by side. We 
have a very strong community. 

“I believe that the community will

come together and I urge residents 
with any information to get in 
touch with the police. I hope those 
responsible are hunted down and 
face the full consequences of the 
law. I will be raising this shocking 
attack in Parliament next week.” 

Labour parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride said: “Having spent 
time at the Islamic centre getting 
to know the community there I 
know they are some of the most 
peaceful, hospitable and caring 
people I have met. 

“This act is not at all reflective of 
the strong community that Harlow 
has and it is good to see Harlow 
stands united against it and con¬ 
tinues to celebrate the rich diver¬ 
sity we have.” 

And Cllr Rod Truan, deputy lead¬ 
er of Harlow Council, said: “This is

an extremely concerning incident. 

“We are in contact with the police 
and Harlow’s Muslim Association 
to offer whatever help we can. I 
know Harlow and all its faiths will 
stand together to deplore an act of 


this nature.” 

Martin Harris, chair of Christian 
faith group Heart4Harlow, said: 
“This is not only an attack on dear 
friends and neighbours; this is also 
an attack on us all for it is an attack 
on worship. 

“Places of worship are places set 
aside to help us value the impor¬ 
tant things in life. It has been a joy 
for many of us in recent months to 
get to enjoy the warm hospitality of 
the Islamic centre. Places of wor¬ 
ship help build local community.” 

People have also been using 
social media to express their out¬ 
rage. Donna Redding tweeted: “I 
hope who did this is caught, and 
punished. Our community work¬ 
ing together will stand up as one 
and fight for peace” while Sarah 
Snow said in a Facebook post: “If 
this is so-called ‘British pride’ then 
I do not want to be a part of it.” 


Speaking at a press conference 
on Monday, Chief Inspector Wells 
said police forensic crime scene 
investigators had been work with 
the Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service at the scene. 

“They have conducted a detailed 
investigation while detectives pur¬ 
sue other lines of enquiry.” 

He added: “We have an excellent 
relationship with the leaders here. 
I want to thank Mr Hussain and 
the rest of his team who remain 
very dignified and calm despite 
this very concerning attack. 

“This affects not just those who 
are part of the prayer centre but 
the vast majority of residents who 
are equally appalled at this crime.”

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Son made 
a threat to 
firebomb 
home of 
dad’s lover 

A MAN who threatened 
to stab his father’s lover 
and firebomb her home 
has been served with a 
six-month restraining 
order. 

Adam Brand, 22, of 
Quarry Spring, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty to one 
offence of harassment 
without violence. 

Harlow magistrates 
were told on Thursday 
that Brand was angry 
after his father walked 
out on his mother after 
more than 20 years of 
marriage and moved in 
with another woman. 

The defenandant 
twice went to her home 
in Pennymead to talk to 
his father. However, he 
was said to have ended 
up shouting abuse and 
kicking the door. 

Prosecutor Angela 
Hughes said that on 
another occasion he 
saw her in the street 
and was again abusive. 

“He said he was going 
to stab her and petrol 
bomb her house and 
smash her windows,” 
said Miss Hughes. “This 
time it was reported to 
police.” 

Farah Ahmed, 
representing Brand, 
said in mitigation his 
client now regretted his 
behaviour. 

“He was extremely 
upset,” said Miss 
Ahmed. “He was angry 
that his father had left 
his mother. He was 
upset as any normal 
22-year-old would be 
when his father leaves 
home having had an 
affair.” 

She said Brand did not 
mean anything by the 
words he used. “They 
were said out of anger,” 
she added. 

As well as the 
restraining order 
preventing him from 
making contact with his 
father’s partner, Brand 
was fined £120 and 
ordered to pay £105 
costs.

My day spent with 


A S a journalist, I’ve resisted writing in the 
first person for 25 years. I’m a reporter - 
who really cares what I think? 

But a day with a crew from the East of England 
Ambulance Service has forced me to step 
outside my comfort zone. 

Recent problems are well documented. 
Recently it was revealed an inquiry has started 
into why an ambulance was delayed after being 
called as a teenage girl suffered a fatal asthma 
attack. 

An ambulance was called at 7.44pm but did 
not arrive until 8.03pm - 19 minutes instead of 
the eight-minute deadline. 

In June, criticism of the top brass in 
parliament precipitated the resignation of five 
non-executive directors. Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon was scathing about the management 
while paying tribute to the men and women on 
the front line. 

Recalling the First World War British Infantry 
and the incompetent generals who commanded 
them, Mr Halfon said the crews were “lions 
being led by donkeys”. 

My day began as I expected. While it was 
something of a culture shock to be ready for 
action at 7am, I was rather smug when we 
languished at the station in Bishop’s Stortford 
for an hour or so before the first call. James 
Pearson and Rob Peters were incredulous. 

While I enjoyed an extra cup of tea, they 
checked they were still connected to the system 
and not somehow missing the usual immediate 
maelstrom of emergency calls. 

After they checked and re-stocked the 
ambulance ready for action, I took the 
opportunity to learn a little more about my 
companions for the day. James (22) has been 
an emergency care assistant for a year and aims 
to become a fully-fledged paramedic like 
32-year-old Rob. 

He has been in the service for more than 
seven years after working in sales. Wife Emma 
is also an EEAST paramedic and the couple, 
who have a one-year-old son called Henry, are 
awaiting the imminent arrival of their second 
child. 

Station supervisor Mark Davy (54) who has 
been with the ambulance service for 27 years 
and at Stortford for the past 15, completed the 
team on duty in the town manning the fast- 
response car. 

After a few minutes, lounging around 
answering questions became too much for Rob 
and James and they used the unexpected 
downtime to clean the ambulance which would 
be our ‘office’ for the next 13 hours. 

The heavyweight vehicle can cover up to 500 
miles in just one night-shift and 400,000 miles 
on the clock is not unusual. 

They also showed me the reams of paperwork 
they must complete for each job, and explained 
about the HGV qualifications and advanced 
driving tuitions they need just to drive the 
Mercedes mammoth. 

And then we had our first job - a call to a 
91-year-old who had fallen at home in Hertford 
Heath. All we are told is that the woman 
“cannot walk any further”. She is breathing 
and conscious, but not alert. 

What we found on arrival turned out to be all 
too typical of the pressures placed on the 
emergency service as it copes with an ageing 
population. Sylvia has had dementia for the 
past five years. She no longer knows her 
devoted husband Victor, 92, but points lovingly 
at a picture of her own mother on the wall. 

The couple married in 1944, just before D-Day 
and have been together for 69 years and Victor’s 
determination to care for his wife is a testament 



to enduring love. 

A veteran of RAF Fighter Command during 
the war, when he worked on the engines of 
Spitfires and Hurricanes, Victor is made of stern 
stuff, but at almost 93, he is too frail to lift 
Sylvia when she falls and so the pair had to wait 
patiently for help from EEAST after Sylvia 
collapsed at the top of the stairs. 

Rob and James immediately reassure him that 
he has done the right thing in summoning help 
and apologise for the wait. 

Even though Sylvia barely seems aware of 
their presence, they talk to her gently, 
explaining every step of their examination. 

Once reassured that she is well and mobile 
once more, they note her leg is swollen and 
after establishing this is not a new 
development, Rob calls the couple’s GP and 
arranges an appointment for the same day 
while James ensures Victor is in contact with 
advisors from Herts County Council’s Falls 
Register. 

N o sooner are we back in the bus, than the 
next shout sends us racing back to Bishop’s 
Stortford to the Conewood Manor residential 
home on Dunmow Road. The crew are told an 
88-year-old man has difficulty breathing. 

When we arrive, it is clear the condition of the 
pensioner called Dennis is deteriorating and 
after talking to staff and checking his 
temperature, heart-rate and other vital signs, 
Rob decides that Dennis needs to go to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Once again, although their patient is barely 
responsive, Rob and James talk to him with 
respect and good humour, carefully explaining 
what is happening as they administer oxygen. 

While James takes the wheel, I ride in the back 
of the ambulance with Rob and watch as he 
works to make Dennis more comfortable, 
setting up a drip to rehydrate the old man amid 
concerns a chest infection could be spreading. 

On arriving at PAH the crew fully briefs the 
casualty team before leaving Dennis in their 
care. 

Then we are back on the road again, heading 
to Sawbridgeworth and another elderly fall 


Bank holiday callouts keep crews busy 


AMBULANCE staff were kept 
busy over the bank holiday 
weekend as the service 
received more than 7,500 
emergency calls. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service reported 
receiving a total of of 7,851 
calls during the three-day 
period from Saturday to 
Monday - an increase of 
more than four per cent 
compared to last year’s 


August Bank Holiday week¬ 
end. 

Some 3,794 people were 
taken to hospitals acrsss the 
region. 

Calls ranged from overdos¬ 
es, suspected strokes and 
burns-related incidents to 
cardiac arrests and serious 
traffic accidents. 

Marcus Bailey, interim 
consultant paramedic for 
EEAST, said: “The damp 


weather ensured we didn’t 
receive any calls relating to 
heat exposure, but we did 
attend 155 road traffic colli¬ 
sion including a double 
fatality. 

“But the biggest reason for 
people calling us was for 
falls: with almost 2,000 calls 
being made.” 

EEAST receive more than 
2,000 emergency 999 calls 
every day.

The Stortford ambulance’s next shout is 
attending a 60-year-old who has fallen in the 
street in Welwyn Garden City, but no sooner are 
we on our way than the job changes to treating 


a two-year-old in the same town wh 
has hit his head. 

Then there is a third change and w 
are diverted to the Hitchin area and 
87-year-old in a care home who has 
fallen. The call is already an hour ol

t the care home in Graveley we find 
rear-old Malcolm prone on the floor. As 
gently examines him, he yelps and 
Lough he appears lucid, his conversation 
rs off at a tangent to wartime memories. 
The crew become increasingly concerned 
hat Malcolm may have broken his hip. 

It is only when the care home 
manager, who knows Malcolm well, 


arrives that the truth emerges. An empty 
bottle of Madeira in the room provides a clue 
and she is able to establish that Malcolm is not 
seriously injured, confiding that the old man is 
upset because his daughter, who is a frequent 
visitor, has just gone on holiday. 


A s we jump back into the ambulance, the 
next call is to help a female psychiatric 
patient at a doctor’s surgery in Hoddesdon, 
where police are in attendance, but again we 
are diverted this time to Standon, where it is 
feared a 75-year-old woman has had a stroke. 
Paramedic Mark is already at the scene and 
has established that Joan’s frightening symp¬ 
toms are the result of the very warm weather 
and her vertigo. 

The hours have flown by and it is almost 
6pm as we race towards Wormley near 
Broxbourne to take 53-year-old brain tumour 
victim Kim to Chase Farm Hospital in 
Enfield. 

The fear is that she is having an adrenal 
crisis, which mimics the effects of a stroke. 

As James makes his way through the rush- 
hour traffic - his mantra is “drive to arrive” - 
Rob treats Kim with a nebuliser to ease her 
breathing. 

I leave her feeling better and waiting for her 
family to arrive as the 12-hour shift finally 
ends. 

Rob and James are almost apologetic that the 
day has not been more dramatic, but I am 
grateful. For my part, I think Rob and James 
and their EEAST colleagues make a huge 
difference each and every day. 

I saw with my own eyes that EEAST is 
manned by exceptional people - who care and 
afford everyone dignity and respect and who 
try to find a gentle and appropriate humour in 
every situation - so that those who are frail 
and fearful feel they have at least two friends.

PUPILS in Harlow have been 
celebrating another bumper set 
of GCSE results, despite tougher 
exams, higher grade boundaries 
and stricter marking. Some 
schools reported their best-ever 
GCSE grades yet, with Burnt Mill 
claiming top spot for the town’s 
best GCSE results. BIANCA 
CASTRO reports on how Harlow 
schools performed. 

Headteacher Helena Mills said she 
was “over the moon” after the First 
Avenue school improved its results 
for the third year running. 

Some 76 per cent of students 
gained five A*-C grades including 
English and maths - a four per cent 
increase on last year - and 97 per 
cent achieved five or more A*-C 
grades. 

“I know how hard our students 
have work this year, coming in on 
Saturdays and during their holi¬ 
days to constantly improve their 
chances of top results,” said Ms 
Mills, who joined the school when 
it had a pass rate of just 27 per cent. 

“At Burnt Mill we are so lucky to 
have such a committed staff and 
such fabulous students. I am, once 
again, over-the-moon with the 
results.” 


With changes ahead for the First 
Avene school as it prepares to take 
on academy status, principal in 
waiting Corrine Franceschi 
expressed her delight at the stu¬ 
dent’s GCSE results. 

Although the school was unable 
to supply percentages of pupils 
who gained five A*-C grades includ¬ 
ing English and maths and those 
who gained five or more A*-C 
grades by the time the Star went to 
press, Ms Franceschi said: “There 
have been some strong and impres¬ 
sive individual results and, of 
course, I am very pleased for these 
students,” said Ms Franceschi. 

“Every community needs a good 
to outstanding local school and I 
know from experience that schools 
can be turned around. I am look¬ 
ing forward to beginning the jour¬ 
ney of transforming Mark Hall.” 


Headteacher Vic Goddard said the 
achievements of students - 52 per 
cent gained five A*-C grades 
including English and maths and 
75 per cent received five A*-C 
grades - were the summit of a 
“magnificent educational journey 
at Passmores”.

Petition calls for 
halt to ‘bedroom 
tax’ court cases

A PETITION signed by more 
than 900 people is calling on 
Harlow Council to suspend 
court action against tenants 
who fall behind on council 
tax payments as a result of 
the so-called bedroom tax. 

The petition has been col¬ 
lected by Harlow Trades 
Union Council and Harlow 
Benefits Justice. 

A TUC spokesman said this 
week: “We have spoken to 
many people who are cutting 
back on fuel bills and food to 
pay the bedroom tax, with 
many resorting to foodbanks 
to prevent building up arrears 
and the threat of eviction. 

“Some have already 
received threatening letters 
from bailiffs and several, in a 
distraught state, revealed 
they were contemplating sui¬ 
cide.” 

He claimed many tenants 
had requested a smaller 
property from the council 
back in March or April but 
without success. 

“The real beneficiaries of 
the bedroom tax will ulti¬ 
mately be private landlords 
renting one-bed properties 
that are substantially more 
expensive than two-bed

social-rented housing, thus 
costing the taxpayer far 
more,” he said. 

“The remedy lies in the 
TUC’s campaign for The 
People’s Charter which calls 
for, amongst its six key objec¬ 
tives, millions of new council 
homes to be built. This will 
then satisfy the near two mil¬ 
lion families on council wait¬ 
ing lists, get construction 
workers off the dole, revital¬ 
ise the economy and sub¬ 
stantially reduce the housing 
benefit bill.” 

TUC secretary David For¬ 
man added: “In all my years 
of Labour movement activity 
I have never before seen such 
a terrible policy that drives 
poor workers into destitu-

tion, anxiety and despair. 

“We condemn the Govern¬ 
ment’s bedroom tax policy 
which penalises and stigma¬ 
tises low-income workers, the 
disabled, the unemployed 
and single parents for a hous¬ 
ing shortage not of their mak¬ 
ing and which will not do 
anything to solve the housing 
crisis.” 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed it had received the 
petition. 

“It is currently going 
through the verification pro¬ 
cess and once this is com¬ 
pleted the council will let 
Harlow TUC and Harlow 
Benefits Justice know at 
which meeting the petition 
will be considered,” he added.

Another way to help people 
struggling to cope with debt 


LAST month we explained how Administration 
Orders could be helpful for people struggling 
to pay debts of up to £5,000. This month we 
explain how Debt Relief Orders can help peo¬ 
ple with up to £15,000 of debt. 

There are a number of conditions, the first 
being that unlike AOs there is a £90 fee paya¬ 
ble to the Insolvency Service. Payment can be 
made by instalment provided the whole fee is 
paid within six months. 

The application will not be processed until 
the fee is paid. Some organisations offer 
financial assistance with DRO fees. 

The application must be completed by an 
intermediary who is an experienced money 
advisor approved by the Insolvency Service. 

If your application is successful, none of the 
non-priority creditors you have listed can 
press you for payment for a year, after which 
the debt is written off. The treatment of priori¬ 
ty debts can be complicated and your adviser 
will explain how this affects you. 

You must keep to the conditions; if you don’t 
the DRO can be cancelled and you will be back 
where you started. The DRO fee will not be 
refunded. 

A further condition is that you must not have 
a disposable monthly income of more than 
£50 per month. This is the amount you have 
left after you have allowed for normal house¬ 
hold bills including transport, food, cleaning 
materials, clothing, insurance, electric/gas, 
water rates, rent and council tax. 

If your income increases or your expenses

decrease leaving you with over £50 per month 
at any time during that year, you must report 
this and the DRO will be cancelled. 

It does not matter whether you are on bene¬ 
fits; it is the actual income that is considered, 
not where it comes from. 

You also cannot have any assets worth more 
than £300, so that rules out anyone owning or 
buying their own home. You also cannot nor¬ 
mally own a car worth more than £1,000. 

You must also have resided or carried out a 
business in England or Wales in the past three 
years and not be involved in any formal insol¬ 
vency procedure when you apply.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Autumn is just 
round the corner 


IT'S time to ease yourself out of the deckchair and 
put on your gardening gloves because autumn is 
almost upon us, and with it, a plethora of tasks to 
wake you from your summer slumber. 

There's a host of jobs to do to get ahead this 
autumn, so make the most of the last warm days 
by perking up your plants, then enjoy the season 
change as the leaves turn from green to bril¬ 
liant shades of warm yellow, burnt orange and 
burgundy. 

Here's just a few of the tasks you could be do¬ 
ing to get a head start: 

■ Patio Plants 

When your summer bedding is past its best and 
beyond reviving, chuck it out and treat yourself 
to a fresh batch of winter-flowering pansies, 
evergreens and shrubs including autumn heather, 
Skimmia japonica 'Rubella' and variegated ivy to 
drape over the sides. Plant bulbs such as dwarf 
narcissi underneath. Spring-flowering bulbs in 
pots combine well with winter bedding plants 
such as pansies, evergreens, grasses and heathers. 
Group taller bulbs in the centre of the pot and use 
seasonal bedding nearer the sides. 

| Boost your lawn 

Autumn is a great time to sow a new lawn, 
when the ground is still warm and there is likely to 
be some rain. You should have prepared the soil 
the previous season, making sure it has been well 
firmed and settled before levelling. Mark out your 
area and sow the seed evenly, scattering it in both 
directions before raking it into the soil surface. If it 
doesn't rain, water the seed well and keep the soil

moist until the grass starts to appear. Net the area 
or put up a scarecrow to keep birds away. 

If you have bare patches, mow the lawn, rake 
the surface to remove debris then spread seed 
over the sparse areas, sweeping it into the surface, 
before covering it with a fine layer of compost and 
watering it in. 

■ Order bulbs 

You should be ordering your spring bulbs now, 
some of which can be planted as early as August. 
Among the first spring bulbs for planting are nar¬ 
cissi, both in the border and in containers. Others 
for planting in early autumn include muscari, 
crocus, iris and hyacinth. 

■ Sow seeds 

You don't have to just sow seeds in spring, 
because a range of flowers and veg can be sown 
in autumn to give a longer harvesting time or 
simply to have a better start after overwintering. 
Salads can be sown through to mid-September 
for overwintering, some lettuces will reach a size 
which is perfect for picking before the cold slows 
down growth. Use cloches to cover those to be 
left in the ground a bit longer. Baby spinach leaves 
and corn salad are worth sowing if you can cover 
them later, as are several types of overwintering 
lettuce. Sow overwintering onions in vacant rows 
in the veg plot and transplant in October. You 
can also sow some hardy annuals in late sum- 
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mer-Chiltern Seeds (www.chilternseeds.co.uk, 
(01491) 824675 is now offering a number of new 
varieties including Centaurea americana ‘Aloha 
Blanca', pictured, which is robust and tall growing, 
bearing beautiful, fluffy, ivory-white flowers six 
inches across. 

■ De-clutter shed 

Now's the time to clear out those cracked and 
broken pots, rusty tools and snapped bamboo 
canes. Disinfect and neatly pile seed trays which 
won't be used until next year and give your hand 
tools a good clean, wiping blades over with an oily 
rag before prolonged storage.

DIRECTED by Morgan Spurlock of Super¬ 
size Me fame, this is the story of five young 
men - Niall Horan, Zayn Malik, Liam Payne, 
Harry Styles and Louis Tomlinson - and their 
meteoric rise to fame. 

Except, sadly, this is not their full story. 
There's footage of the boys performing on 
stage, winding down post-show on the tour 
bus and relaxing in their hotel rooms. 

We also occasionally see the boys 
exploring the cities that they fleetingly visit 
when they are able. During one trip they 
are spotted by a group of fans and have 
to be locked in a shop, protected from the 
mass of hysterical girls. 

Indeed, the fans feature heavily in 
Spurlock's film as they have done in the 
boys' careers. Never has the phrase 'we 
wouldn't be here without you' rung so true. 


One Direction fans can be obsessive, 
although they prefer the word dedicated. 
Statistics shows that four million people in 
the UK call themselves Directioners - these 
are the uber-fans who endlessly tweet 
about the boys and spend their spare 
pennies following the band around. 

During the film some of them are asked 
what it is they love about the boys. The 
answer? One Direction make them feel 
happy and they love that they're just 
normal guys. 

And this is a key message of the film, 
repeated time and time again by the boys 
and those who know them - One Direction 
are a regular bunch of lads. 

What the film is missing though, is any 
kind of glimpse into their lives outside the 
band. No girlfriends are seen or rumours 
addressed. There's no sex or drugs - or 
rock n' roll for that matter - and we get the 
feeling that we're being sold a rose-tinted 
view of the boys' lives which is hardly 


surprising given that Simon Cowell is a 
producer on the film. 

Having said that, there are revealing 
interviews with the boys' families. Teary- 
eyed mothers tell how their sons went to 
The X Factor auditions and never returned 
- they're a strange mix of incredibly proud 
and very sad. 

All in all this is a hard film to rate. It's 92 
minutes of One Direction so surely fans 
of the band will love it. But what about 
non-Directioners? Spurlock has said that he 
challenges anyone to go to the film and not 
like the boys afterwards. It's a fair point. 

Having said that, with One Direction 
tipped to be the first billion dollar boy 
band and the film estimated to break UK 
box office records, perhaps all attempts at 
criticism are pointless anyway.

When the new Governor

The XV is a Subaru like none before. Now with 
more affordable pricing, does it still offer the 
company’s unique appeal? 

Ten Second Review 

The Subaru XV is a smart-looking crossover 
vehicle that offers the best all-wheel drive 
system in its class and some charismatic 
engines. Recent changes to pricing now make 
it one of the more affordable choices in its 
sector and it remains one of the most capable 
and secure options when the weather turns 
really nasty. 

Background 

Subaru is a company in transition. A few years 
ago, it found itself overly focused around one 
model, the Impreza, and made a decision to 
broaden the appeal of its wares. Unfortunately, 
it chased mass market sales with the Impreza, 
a tactic that didn’t work. A tough financial 
climate and a failure to invest in overseas 
manufacturing facilities put the company at a 
competitive disadvantage. 

Since then, it has retrenched and rebuilt its 
range and now things are looking up. The 
Impreza’s image as a performance car is being

rehabilitated, much-improved Forester, Legacy 
and Outback models have been launched and 
then there’s the charismatic BRZ coupe that has, 
with its Toyota GT86 sister vehicle, generated 
more column inches than the latest Porsche 911. 
Slipping in almost unnoticed to the line-up has 
been a vehicle likely to be more crucial to the 
company’s bottom 
line - the Subaru 
XV. The two letters 
are a shorthand 
for crossover and 
this model targets 
vehicles like the 
Nissan Qashqai 
and the Hyundai 
ix35, while offering 
a sharper driving 
experience than 
either. It’ll certainly fare much better in the UK 
now that pricing has been sharpened. 

Summary 

The crossover genre is one that Subaru ought 
to excel at. All the ingredients are already in 
place. The company can draw upon a long 
tradition of rugged, multi purpose all-wheel 
drive cars. The issue though in this segment 
is all about packaging and presenting this 


clever engineering in a way that’s accessible 
and appealing to mainstream customers. With 
the XV, most of this is sorted. It looks good, 
it’s a reasonable size, it drives well and it will 
undoubtedly be very reliable. 

Only the value proposition was originally 
in question, but now that the UK importers 
have sorted this out and 
sharpened up pricing, the 
market needs to start taking 
this Subaru seriously Even 
if it does, the XV probably 
won’t trouble the best sellers 
list anytime soon. Still, it 
remains an interesting and 
entertaining entrant. If you’re 
a keen driver and want a car 
with all-weather ability that 
will still discharge the family 
duties, it’s well worth a place on your shortlist.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
